Six Keitickians Wanted at Hntiiigloir 
OD a Morder Gbarge. 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 80. — Deputy 
Sheriff D. W. Frampton, of Hunt- 
ington, W. Va., arrived In Frankfort 
to-night with requisitions from the 
Oovernor of Wi-st VliKlnla for six 
Kentucklann, Indicted at HuntlnKton 
for the aliened iniirdor of a son of 
L. U. i'ldler, of I'Ikevllle, Ky., lu 
Huntington March 1 U, Two of the 
men, John M. liall and John Mitch- 
ell, are In Jail at Catlettsburg, but 
the other four have not been arrest- 
ed and Mr. Frampton declined to 
disclose their name*. 

Young FIdler and a party went to 
Huntington on tlie day he was kill- 
ed and next day his mangled body 
was found on a railroad track. Mr. 
Kranipton said {ht-y had BO-nrcd cvl- 
di ll'., lo prove that FIdler was niiir- 
ili.Med by being beaten on the head 
Willi a bluut Instrument and his 
body was taken in a taxicab and 
placed on the track. All the men Im- 
plicated belong to prominent famll 
lea In the Big Sandy section. 

Mr. Frampton went to tho execu- 
tive mauslou to-night and bis req- 
uisitions were honored by Oov. Mc- 
('ri'ury.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 30.— Without 
a dissenting vote the Senate today 
passed the Arnett bill, as amended 
by the committee, fixing drastic pun- 
ishment for the carrying of conceal- 
ed deadly weapons. Undor the pro- 
visions of tho measure a first con- 
viction carries with it disfranchise- 
ment for two years, besides a fine 
of from ♦lO to Jluo and Jail sen- 
tence from ten to forty days. The 
penalty upon second conviction Is 
confinement In the penitentiary of 
from one to five years. The amend- 
ment by the committee provides a 
fine of from $10 to $50 for the Cir- 
cuit Clerk or Sheriff wbo falls or 
refuseti to Issue a capias or execute 
tho JudKUient.

Ready mixed paints are satisfac- 
tory and economical tor small Jobs, 
such as interior work, painting farm 
machinery, wagona and other auch 
equipment. U more tlian one coat 
ia to be put on with ready-mixed 
paint It must be thinned for the 
priming coats by pouring off part 
of the contents of the can without 
stirring and thinning by the addi- 
tion of small amounts of turpentine 
and llnBced oil. The porllon jxiured 
off Is then returned to the can and 
all thoroughly mixed. The amount 
of thinning depends upon the kind 
of aurtace to be painted and the 
number of coata to be given. For 
the flnlahing coat, reedy-mixed paint 
ia uaed as It oomea from the can, 
after a thorough atlrring. 

Paint should be well worked in 
with the brush aiross the grain of 
wood and finished with long smooth 
strokes the length of the board. 
Good results can be had only when 
the surfacea to be painted are dry 
and clean. Bulldlnga ahould be 
dry Inside aa well aa out, and each 
coat of paint should be allowed to 
dry thoroughly before beginning the 
next. I'pon this depends the suc- 
cess or failure of the work. Paint 
may be made to stick to new tin 
and galvanized iron by cleaning 
the surface with benzine. (Jalvanlz- 
ed iron if exposed to the weather 
some time before painting will pre- 
aent leaa difficulty.

WHY FAItUKItS SHOULU 

BTUOY AGRICULTURE. 



A few years ago farmers never 
thought about studying Agriculture; 
and they did not know anything 
about scientific farming. They 
thought physical labor was all that 
was necessary on the farm; and 
they were about right In this, for 
the aoii waa fertile then, and they 
generally raised good crops, if they 
applied plenty ot phyaical labor. 

Aa A reault of their ignorance 
the soil has been worn out; and It 
huH become necoflsary for farmers 
to study some methods of restoring 
its fortuity. They can no longer 
raise good crops without knowing 
aomethlng about solentlfio ACricul- 
ture, because the soil is no longer 
fertile aa It once waa. 

Yet, many (armera try to farm 
wlthoitt gny knowledge of aolentlflc 
farming; but, ipatead of farming 
they are only aappbg the fertility 
from almost exhausted aoll. They 
should know something about re- 
taining and restoring the forllllly 
of thi) soil, In order that they may 
be able to keep the noli in good 
condition, instead of completely «x- 
h^Hatlng It. 

The non-adentiflA fa^er goea on 
year after year, doing the aame 
thing In the aame way, planting the 
aame thing OB tha aame ground, re-

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dudng the fertility of the aoll, and 
never trying to restore it. If any- 
thing geta wrong with his crops he 
does not know what U Is. and does 
noj^ know how to flndout. He hag 
noi made a study of each plant, 
and doea not know what conditions 
favor it and what conditions do not 
faror it. He doea not know any- 
thing about crop rotation or giv- 
ing the aoll elementa which it la 
lacking. He does not know how 
to raise good fruit. He does not 
spray his fruit trees; and his Tine- 
yards iiiicl orchards (If he has any) 
are always in bad condition. 
He docB not know anything about 
raising good stock. He will let 
his cattle stand out in rain, snow, 
and sleet, during the winter, rather 
than build a cattle barn for them. 
Hia barna, fences, and out-houaes 
are always In bad condition. He 
does not know anything about farm 
economy. He lets his farm machin- 
ery lay out In the weather and go 
to waste, Inateiid of keei)iiig It In 
the dry. In fact, the non-sclentlflc 
farmer knows absolutely nothing 
about the things that are eaaentlal 
to good farming. 

The scientific farmer knowa Just 
what, to do and how to do It; and 
each year he progresses and his 
farm grows better, because he know 
something about scientific Agrk'ul- 
ture. He studies his crcips and 
knows what to do If lUiythiiig gets 
wrong with them. He has made a 
study of each plant and knows what 
conditions favor it and what oondl- 
tiona do not favor it. He knows to 
rotate hla crops, and how to give 
the soil elements which It la lacking. 
He knowa something abotit raising 
good fruit. He BpnivH his fruit 
trees; and his orchards and vine- 
yards are always in good condiilon. 
He knows how to raise good stock; 
and his cattle do not stand out in 
the rain and sleet. His barns, 
fences and out-houaea are always 
In perfect condition. He practices 
farm economy by taking good care 
of his farm machinery. The scien- 
tific farmer keeps everything run- 
ning in perfect order; and he does 
not do any more physical labor than 
the non-Bclentiflc farmer; but he 
makes all of his work count. 

The fanme In the United States 
are comparatively new. They have 
been tilled only a few years; but 
they are almost worn out, because 
they have not been cared for In the 
right way. In China, where the soil 
has been tilled for thousandg of 
years, they have better I'urnis than 
we have. The averages ChlncBo farm 
consists of about two and one-half 
acres; and a whole family Is sup- 
ported by what grows on this farm. 
The scientific Chinese farmer real- 
ises about aa much from bla two 
and one-half acres farm, as the non- 



sclentlflc American farmer doee 
from his forty acre farm, because 
he knows how to till the aoll. 

A large per cent of boys growing 
up on farms, and expecting to be 
our future farmers, are absolutely 
Ignorant of .scientific farming. They 
go to sc hool and study Stocks and 
Bonds, Cube Root, Parsing and An- 
alysis, and Geography of India, but 
not Agriculture. The farmer boy of 
to-day must study Agriculture be- 
fore, he can succeed in farming; 
and, in order to reach every far- 
mer boy, It should be introduced 
Into the country schools. The more 
progressive states are giving It a 
place in the country school curricu- 
lum; and we hope Kentucky wlU 
do so soon. 

Ab the population of the United 
States increases, it becomes more 
neceaaary that farmera know how 
to retain and reatore the fertility 
of th» aoll, ao that it will aupport 
thg maaaea of he people. The pop- 
ulation la becoming ao grdat, that, 
unless the coming generation of 
farmers knows something about 
scientific farming, the land will not 
produce enough (o support the 
people.
